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RESULTS  OF  SEED  TESTS 

Made  July  1, 1921  to  June  30,  1922 

In  the  annual  seed  inspection  work  of  the  year, 
387  samples  of  seeds  were  taken  throughout  the  state 
by  an  agent  of  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture 
and  forwarded  to  the  State  College  laboratory  for  test- 
ing. After  omitting  all  samples  damaged  in  the  mail 
together  with  a  limited  number  on  which  the  tests  per- 
sisted in  developing  irregularities,  results  on  301  dif- 
ferent samples  were  secured  and  are  reported  in  this 
bulletin. 

Fewer  samples  were  purposely  collected  and  tested 
this  year  than  last  due  to  a  realization  of  the  fact  that 
the  same  company  ships  seeds  of  the  same  brand  and 
quality  to  different  parts  of  the  state  which  come 
from  the  same  original  supply.  If  a  sample  of  one  of 
these  lots  is  tested  and  found  satisfactory,  there  is  no 
good  reason  to  suppose  that  the  same  brand  of  seed 
shipped  elsewhere  is  going  to  be  much  different.  This, 
of  course,  assumes  that  the  inspector  will  secure 
samples  in  new  places  from  year  to  year.  In  this  way 
we  hope  to  get  the  state  seed  service  perfected  so  that 
the  discovery  of  an  inferior  sample  in  one  place  will 
result  in  looking  up  all  other  shipments  from  the  same 
source. 

The  customary  variations  in  germination  and 
purity  are  taken  into  consideration  in  this  report  as 
outlined  in  the  Rules  and  Regulations  relative  to  the 
Provisions  and  Enforcement  of  the  Law  Governing  the 
Sale  of  Agricultural  Seeds.  These  rules  apply  under 
the  new  seed  law  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  legis- 
lature. This  law  is  recorded  as  Chap.  80 — Session 
laws  of  1921,  and  copies  of  the  same  together  with  the 
"Rules  and  Regulations"  may  be  seen  in  last  year's 
seed  bulletin,  or  obtained  by  writing  the  State  Depart- 
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ment  of  Agriculture  at  Concord,  or  the  State  Seed  Lab- 
oratory at  Durham. 

Results  of  tests  that  fall  within  the  variations 
allowed  are  indicated  as  "satisfactory"  and  those  that 
are  better  than  the  guarantee  are  indicated  as  "above." 

In  addition  to  the  above  tests  on  official  samples, 
more  seeds  were  received  for  testing  from  individuals 
and  dealers  than  usual.  This  work  is  done  free  of 
charge  for  farmers  and  dealers  within  certain  limita- 
tions as  outlined  in  the  "Rules  and  Regulations."  This 
service  may  be  used  by  farmers  to  make  sure  that 
home-grown  seed  is  desirable  and  by  farmers  and 
others  who  wish  to  sell  seed  in  compliance  with  the 
law.  PVom  such  sources  244  samples  of  seed  were 
received  and  tested  this  year.  Unfortunately,  a  few 
were  received  which  failed  to  supply  either  the  name 
or  the  address  of  the  sender.  This  caused  delay  or 
disappointment  as  these  samples  were  tested  and  the 
results  necessarily  held  in  anticipation  of  an  inquiry 
from  the  sender. 

The  purchase  of  new  equipment  and  contemplated 
reorganization  of  the  seed  testing  laboratory  work 
with  the  backing  of  the  new  State  Seed  Law,  above 
mentioned,  should  enable  us  to  give  quicker  service  and 
to  materially  strengthen  this  type  of  inspection  in  the 
coming  year.  There  are  many  misconceptions  about 
the  seed  testing  work,  however,  that  are  not  confined 
to  those  who  have  never  thought  about  the  matter, 
but  may  include  others  who  have  even  experimented 
to  the  extent  of  testing  corn  and  beans. 

Some  seeds  not  only  require  peculiar  methods  and 
apparatus  but  consume  extremely  long  periods  of  time 
for  proper  investigation.  Unfortunately,  this  state- 
ment is  particularly  applicable  to  the  smaller  grass 
seeds  which  are  so  vital  to  successful  agriculture  in 
New  Hampshire.  These  grasses  often  require  special 
light  germinators  and  alternating  temperatures  run- 
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ning  at  the  lower  temperature  for  eighteeen  hours  and 
at  the  higher  temperature  for  six  hours  each  day. 
Most  seeds  require  rather  definite  and  constant  tem- 
peratures, accompanied  by  certain  prescribed  moisture 
conditions.  Should  any  one  of  these  conditions  be 
temporarily  out  of  adjustment,  it  may  result  in  the  loss 
of  a  whole  set  of  tests.  With  extremely  long  tests, 
ventilation  and  sterilization  must  be  most  carefully 
regulated  to  prevent  molds  from  vitiating  the  results. 

A  large  proportion  of  our  agricultural  seeds  can 
be  tested  in  about  five  days.  The  sprouts  are  counted 
at  the  end  of  three  days  for  a  preliminary  reading  and 
finally  at  the  end  of  five  days  as  a  figure  for  the  total 
viability.  Duplicate  tests  must  be  run,  however,  and 
if  the  two  tests  vary  to  any  appreciable  extent  the  seed 
must  be  run  again  to  get  more  results  for  averaging. 
If  the  test  is  repeated,  it  means  at  least  ten  days  and 
more  often  fourteen  before  the  proper  result  can  be 
obtained.  This,  with  the  time  of  sending  the  seeds 
and  the  reports  through  the  mail,  means  the  con- 
sumption of  at  least  two  weeks'  time.  Add  to  this  the 
disadvantage  of  having  a  large  proportion  of  the  seeds 
coming  in  during  four  or  five  weeks  in  the  spring  so 
that  a  sample  cannot  always  be  given  attention  the  day 
it  arrives,  and  you  have  the  basis  for  some  delays  in 
making  reports. 

The  real  difficulties  develop  with  some  of  the 
grasses  which  may  take  longer  periods  of  time  for 
germination.  Timothy  seed  requires  eight  days  for 
germinating.  Red  top  requires  at  least  ten  days  and 
is  often  run  for  twenty  or  more  by  the  most  careful 
laboratories.  Vetch  requires  fourteen;  the  fescues, 
twenty-one ;  and  blue-grasses,  twenty-eight  days  for  a 
single  test.  Perhaps  these  illustrations  may  serve  to 
explain  some  of  the  physical  limitations  in  reporting 
the  results  of  seed  tests. 
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Errata 

Our  attention  has  been  called  to  an  error  in  Bulle- 
tin No.  202  in  which  last  year's  seed  tests  were  re- 
ported. Ace  brand,  Red  top  sample  No.  3469,  on  page 
12,  is  shown  with  a  purity  guarantee  of  96^.  The  Al- 
bert Dickinson  Company  states  that  this  brand  of  Red 
top  is  sold  under  a  purity  guarantee  of  about  90^  and 
that  this  particular  lot  was  tagged  exactly  90^.  Doubt- 
less, the  inspector  either  misread  or  made  a  mistake 
in  copying  the  figure.  The  guarantee  for  purity  should 
read  90  and  the  purity  found  should  read  "S."
